Dear tklitor and Friends: Hoping 
you may find interest in our work 
over here 1 can send you the latest 
news of our school. , We have, with 
two sub-scHools, an enrollment of 
over five hundred pupils, and expect 
to bring this number to six or seven 
hundred before April vacation. I 
have only three assistants so you can 
see how much over worked we are. 
Also, it is next to impossible for the 
Board of Education to supply the 
constantly increasing demand for 
books. We are learning a few good 
songs and there seems a decided tal- 
ent for music and drawing. 

A man recently had some dispute 
in the hills about someone'else’s 
chicken. He was carried into town 
a few hours after. The blood had 
clotted nicely. The attending sur- 
geon washed away part of the blood 
and put leaves over the wounds. 
Under his skillful care the patient is 
recovering. He is sleeping on a 
bamboo floor under a house. 1 sup- 
pose the owner has the chicken. 

On Sunday morning every one 
goes to church, the women kneeling 
in front during all the service or 
maybe sitting on their heels part of 
the time. The men in the rear al- 
ternately kneel on their handker- 
chiefs or standing, as the service 
may require. There are two bench- 
es for the Fresidente and nobles, of 
course including "maestros” when 
they attend. 

Our market day is Sunday and 
there are many cock fights in the 
afternoon, with much drinking of 
"tuba” and cheering but very rare- 
ly a drunk. 

Our richly clad mountains, heavily 
cappe<l w’ith fogs and clouds, when 
lighted by a lurid tropical sun, show 
many beautiful colors and rest and 
please the wearied eye, but when 
these fogs descend and wrap you in 
chill humidity and wring every joint 
with pain, then these mist-hung 
scenes lose their charm and you 
long for the clear sky, the blazing 
sun, and the dry air of the plains.

Water For Cows.

Members of the medioal profes- 
sion have had their attention drawn 
to the peculiar case of a marine en- 
gineer who lived one month with a 
fi.ssure in the walls of the heart. 

At the inquest at Penge it was 
.stated that he fell off an omnibus 
with his full weight on to his arms. 
He received internal injuries, and 
the jK)sl-mortem examination show- 
ed that a split in the heart, probably 
due to the accident, had been grad- 
nally extended by the heart’s ac- 
tion. 

The wonderful skill of mi>dem 
surgi*ons has proved that it is po.ssi- 
ble for a man to live with a hole in 
his heart. Some time ag<», it will 
be remembered, a remarkable oper- 
ation wa.s performed on a male pa- 
tient in a London hospital, who had 
l)een stabb<Ml to the heart in a street 
brawl. The case was taken in hand 
the moment the patient entered the 
hospital, and a metal plate was plac- 
ed over the heart after it had been 
sewn up. The man recovere<l, and 
is now alive and well, with a metal 
plate still over his heart. He was 
recently arrestcxl for burglary, and 
is serving a term of imprisonment. 

The success of this case was attrib- 
uted to the fact that his ca.se wasat- 
tendeil to almost imme<liately after 
the wound was inflicted. 

.Modern surgeons have learned 
their. share of the lessons of the South 
AfriSan war. Patients were receivetl 
at the hospitals with the most extra- 
ordinary wounds. A soldier entered 
one of the London hospitals with a 
wound on his upi>er lip, and another 
at the bottom ef the left shoulder. 
He said a bullet had entered his 
mouth, when he was lying down and 
had pas.se<t Clean through his body, 
injuring some of the arteries near 
his heart. The only after-effect he 
suffers from it is a piin in the left 
arm.

For thou- 
stinds of years the secret has In'en 
sought in vain. 

It Wits Prince Lucien Bonarpnrte 
who, in 1848, Hi's! made a chemical 
analysis of the venom of the vi|K'r, 
separating and determining its active 
principle, which he called “vi|H*rinc.“ 
A similar principle has lKH>n separat- 
ed from the poison of the rattli>snake 
by Dr. Weir Mitchell, the celebrated 
physician, scientist and author, which 
he named “crolaline.” But until 
recently there was little knowledge 
of anything antagonistic to this 
great toxic agent, although so-eulltsl 
cures for .snake bite, ranging from 
whisky to the Indian sixinge stone, 
were plentiful enough. 

In 1895 the experts of the Nation- 
al Museum announced that .strych- 
nine was an absolute antidote for 
snake venom, hut this statement la- 
ter was moditlefl very considernhly. 
Several years ago a Japanese inves- 
tigator, working under the direction 
of Dr. Weir Mitchell, announced a 
sure cure for rattle.snake venom, but, 
as a matter of fact, a satisfactory 
antidote is yet to be discovered. A 
surprisingly large number of per- 
.sons die from snake bite in the Unit- 
ed States evey year, and the public, 
as well as the medical fraternity, 
welcomes the announcement that the 
Carnegie Institute has set aside a 
fund for the purpose mentioned.

The City Council of the city of 
Hartford do oniain a-s follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any pei'son or persons, corporation 
or firm to erect or construct a build- 
ing of any kind other than brick or 
stone on any of the following streets 
or alley in said town, viz: On both 
sides of Main street beginning at its 
intersection with Washington street 
and from thence to and including the

Editor REruBiJOAN:— I read with 
interest in your issue of last week an 
article under the headline “What 
Makes the Sky Blue?” If you wijl 
indulge me space 1 .shall supplement 
that article with a brief essay on the 
constitution of light and the distribu- 
tion of color. 

The man of science would say that 
light is the vibration of an elastic 
medium, but as such a technical def- 
inition would convey small meaning 
to those who have given the matter 
little study, I shall tr>- to illustrate 
the accepteii theory of light in a 
homely way. Light is a wave mo- 
tion imparted to the ethereal fluid 
by an outside energy. That the in- 
ter-planetary space, outside of the 
shell of atmosphere surrounding the 
planets, are filleii with an elastic, jel- 
ly-like fluid, termed ethqr, is now 
the agreed venlict of science. Every 
one has observeil that when a |H‘bblc 
is dropped into still water a series of 
small waves is imparted to the water 
in all directions from the jioint of 
the contact with the pebble as the 
center. The phenomenon we know 
as sound results from waves in the 
air. different in no way from the 
waves in water except for the den- 
sity of the medium and in the length 
of the waves. In fact, violent water 
waves beating against a rough shore 
communicate their motiort to the air 
so perfectly that we are able to de- 
termine their length and intensity 
from the communicated air waves 
that reach our ears. Light is lus cer- 
tainly a wave as water is a wave or 
IS sYiund is a wave, but it requires a 
far more elastic medium. Light and 
,ieat, so intimately, though not ab.so- 
iutely, related, differ only in the 
.ength of the waves that pnxiuce 
them. The greatest heat waves we 
receive from the sun are non-lumi- 
nous. 

A heatetl iron nsl will ignite wimmI 
far below the temperature at which 
it begins to glow, even in the dark, 
ind the fire-fly gives off light in 
A'hich no sensible degree of heat can 
be discoveretl. Of the blistering 
neat ami dazzling light we have 
from the sun.it can be said with cer- 
tainty, that we have neither direct 
from the body. The heat of a trop- 
cal sun must travel more than nine- 
ty million miles through a temiH-ra- 
ture many hundreil degrees below 
the freezing point, and the rays of 
1 noonday sun must traverse- vast 
fields of imi»enetrable darkm-ss. But 
the .sun is an energ>‘ comnuiiiicating 
tremors to the ethereal ocean which 
conveys them unchanged across its 
cold, dark bosom till, meeting resi.st- 
ance in the atmosphere and earth, 
they develop light and heat. Light 
waves have been measureil.by means 
of delicate in.struments. with great 
accuracy, and it is shown that placed 
end to end it requires from fnrty-six 
to forty-eight thousand of them to 
:nake an inch the numlier depend- 
ing upon the color of the light meas- 
ured. Such is the rapidity with 
which light waves impinge uiMin the 
optic nerve that it absoidis trillions 
of them in a single second. 

As a study in phy.sics coloj- is more 
fascinating to me at least .tnan light. 
In studying the constitution of light 
the student must trust much to au- 
thority, but the jiroblem of color ad- 
mits of occular demonstration. No 
error with reference to the problem 
of color is more universal perhaps 
than that of referring color to mat-

.An e.xplosion in the mine of the 
United States Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, at Wilcoe, W. Va., caused the 
death of over a score of miners. 

The Engineering Commission of 
the Isthmian Canal Commis.sion has 
laid before the body the first definite 
plans for the construction of the 
waterway. They called for a sea- 
level canal with a bottom width of 
150 feet and a minimum water depth 
of 35 feet at a total esteemed cost of 
$230,iKiO,000. Tlie time for the com- 
pletion of the work is estimated at [ 
frow ten to twelve years. 

Stock of high-grade oil will be 
drawn upon from the fields of Ohio, 
Indiana, West Virginia and Kentucky 
at the rate of 25,(MK) barrels a day to 
be ship|)^ to Japan, that country hav- 
ing placed an order for 10,000,0(K) 
gallons of refined oil to take the 
place of the Russian product. Dur- 
ing the past week the pleasant 
weather had the effect of hastening 
the completion of wells in the Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee fields. Wayne 
county alone fumishetl sixlwells, two 
of them being seventy-five barrel 
strikes. 

Russia’s internal troubles go from 
bad to worse. In Warsaw a soldier 
accompanies each policeman to keep 
him from striking. All the railway 
systems except one have been placed 
under martial law. The postal 
telephone officials threaten to strike. 
In Rigs: the officials are unable to 
cope with the situation. A condition 
amounting to civil war prevails in 
the Caucasus. The Government has 
been forced to grant concessions in 
Siberia. The autocracy seeks to pre- 
vent the convoking of the Zem.sky 
Sol>er. Evidence accumulates that 
agitation ia more political than econ- 
omic, and that a general foment 
may fellow in the spring.

Sh(H-maker and customer compro- 
mised on a price about half thatpro- 
|swe<l for the first pair of shoes, but 
the cu.stomer made no attempt to 
bring down the price of subsequent 
pairs. He knew $50 a pair to be the 
regular price of the shop, and one 
that in his case at least Would not be 
|dei>arled from. 

There are other shoemakers who 
charge wealthy and fastidious cus- 
tomers with troublesome feet $200 
for the first pair of shoes that they 
have made. Some of the sh<x>mak- 
ers who get such prices from rich 
customers make shoes for other cus- 
' tomers at $10 or $12 a pair. 

I In the case of the customers who 
pay the highest price, the shoemaker 
makes a cast of each foot, and, of 
course, a last for each. He makes a 
special last Wen in the ca.se of the 
customer who pa.vs his lowest price. 

Into the $50 shoes he also puts the 
best workmanship and materials. It 
is not pretended that the making of 
the casts and lasts costs any large 
proportion of the price of $50 shoes. 
The value of the last, however, is a 
considerable part of the cost of the 
cheapest shoes made at such a shop. 

Some persons believe that the 
greater part of the cost of a $50 pair 
of shoes is a mere fad and humbug, 
and it is true that the purchasers of 
such shoes is usually women to whom 
money is a matter of no consequence. 
Some of the itlost expensive shoes 
such as cost from $200 to $1,000 for 
the first pair made, are ordered by 
hard-headed business men, who are 
accustomed to look pretty keenly to 
the price of what they buy or sell. 

A few of the fashionable shoemak- 
ers have'persuaded their rich custom- 
ers that the most expensive shoes 
are worth all they cost, and by cur- 
ious accident some of the most diffi- 
cult feet to fit are those of the very 
rich. ’The multimillionaire who 
wears a plain and simple 8’B, with- 
out peculiarities of heel, toe, hollow 
or instep, can buy ready-made shoes 
along with his poor neighbor, and be ' 
as comfortably shod as the man who 
pays $50 for his shoes.
